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BEE KEEPERS’ COLUMN. 


EDITED BY N. LEVERING. 


Ihe Apiary. 


The honey neason has now fully 
commenced, the black sage is prolific 
with bloom and the bees haveeulisted 
for the season aud are storing honey 
with astonishing rapidity. The white 
sage is beginning to unfold its bloom 
and yield up its sweets. 
We have 
noticed some In bloom at the Los An­ 
geles Apiary. It will be about two 
weeks earlier this season than usual, 
and will produce vastly more honey. 
Every colony should now oe well pre­ 
pared for the work by having a pro­ 
lific queen, plenty of bees and plenty 
of room to work. The iustiuctof bees 
at this season is to rear all the brood 
possible. This is a peculiar character­ 
istic of tbe ltaliau bee. Should the 
apiariau wish to work lor honey more 
than bees, be should not allow the 
swarm ng fever to break out in his 
apiary, a* it is no e«*> m atter to sub­ 
due it. This may tie accomplished by 
placing every day or two (or as fast 
as filled) oue or two frames of empty 
comb between two brood combs, and 
tbe one taken away placed in the up­ 
per hive, which witen full must be 
emptied with the extractor and the 
empty comb returned, or tbe hive 
placed on top of one containing empty 
comb, closing 
all entrance except 
through the empty comb below, ln 
this way tbe hive may be kept full of 
bees the entire season without much 
danger of a queen cell being built. 
Em pty space does not seem to answer 
tbe same purpose at all times. 
But 
should tbe increase of stock be the 
only object, the top hive should be 
left off and the bees confined to one 
hive aud pleuty of empty brood comb 
given the queen as fast as she will fill 
it with eggs. Should the workers en­ 
croach upon her domain by Ailing up 
with honey, the extractor Bhoula be 
used. As fast as the hive becomes 
filled with bees a division should be 
made. This should be done in the 
middle of the day, when old as well as 
young bees are out at work, aud in 
the m anner we have directed in a for­ 
mer article, by taking one or two 
frames containing brood and stores 
from a hive until you have your uew 
iiive half tilled or more, filling up the 
empty spaces with empty combs or 
frames. Then exchange places with 
a strong colony and if possible give 
them a queen cell. 
We m ight sug­ 
gest other methods of iucreasing, but 
iliis we think the best- 
We have 
often beard it said by practical apiari­ 
an* that the use of the extractor alone 
would prevent swarming. Our expe­ 
rience leaches us that this is to a great 
exteut incorrect. 


Test of Theories. 


From Bee-Keepers Journal tf A griculturalist. 
Messrs. Editors:—You have re­ 
quested me to give the result of my 
experiments, which is as follows: 
During the early part of July last, 
some of my Italian queens mated with 
black drones, and the honey season 
being good, on the 16th of August, as 
I opened one of the hives, I found 
droues just emerging, which were 
black. lu a few days they appeared 
at the entrance in large numbers, and 
nearly all were black. I had an Ital­ 
ian queen fertilized in confinement 
with these drones, aud the result was 
hybrid workers to some extent. 
This proves th at impregnation af­ 
fects the drone progeny, although the 
male seed does not come ln contact 
with tho.«e eggs tbai produce drones. 
My theory in regaid to the reproduc­ 
tion of bees, is that all eggs laid by the 
queen produce drones uuless impreg­ 
nated by usaie semen; that an impreg­ 
nated queen has full control over tbe 
duct of tbe seminal receptacle aud can 
impregnate the eggs with the drone 
spermatozoids at will. If drone eggs 
are to be laid, she passes them w ith­ 
out comiug in contact with the drone 
sperm. 
The philosophy of changing the sex 
is this: the spermatozoids with which 
the eggs that produce queens and 
workers are impregnated are more de­ 
veloped and grow faster than the 
drone germ which is incorporated in 
the eggs, consequently it absorbs it 
aud takes its place, aud the result is a 
worker bee or a queen. Yet this does 
not explain why such drones are Im­ 
pure whose Itulian mothers have ma­ 
ted with black droues. 
W henever a female is impregnated, 
her system 
undergoes a powerful 
change both physically and mentally. 
And in the case of the queen bee, it 
must be the mental, or Psychic change, 
which affects her droue progeny. 
If «l’>ring the sexual act, a perfect 
Psychic impression is made on the 
queen in regard to the drone with 
which she is copulating, it may be­ 
come so indelible th at it cannot be 
eradicated, and this so operating ou 
her physical system that her drone 
progeny will be affected. Of course 
all queens are not equally affected or 
impressed. Hence tbe apparent pu­ 
rity of their drone progeny. No doubt 
tbe degeneracy of Italians complained 
of by some is owing to the queen be­ 
ing fertilized by drones reared from 
queens that had mated with black 
drones.

There is no doubt 
In the minds of Mr. F i t z g e r a l d ’s 
friends of his ability to vindicate him­ 
self and prove K l o s e a wilful and ma­ 
licious slanderer. When in San Fran­ 
cisco a few days ago the editor of the 
H e r a l d learned from a reliable source 
that the libeler K l o s e admitted him­ 
self guilty of 
uttering falsehoods 
against F i t z g e r a l d , and expressed a 
willingness ‘to sign a retraction writ­ 
ten by Mr. J a r b o e , the attorney of 
Mr. F itzgerajud, fully exonerating 


him from all unfair dealings and dis­ 
honorable 
transactions. 
The card 
above alluded to implies that his 
propoposition has been refused, and 
that Mr. F i t z g e r a l d is resolved to 
punish the knave and vindicate him ­ 
self in the courts. 


GRANT AND CUSTER. 


The strongest evidence ot a nat­ 
urally weak intellect, or a mind en­ 
feebled by abuse, is an undigtied ex- 
bitiou of spleen under any circum­ 
stances. This rule applies to mankind 
iu every sphere of existence, whether 
when occupying a temporary station 
of prominence or existing iu the so- 
called lower walks of life. 
It has been 
remarked that the best ruler was he 
who best governed himself. 
Ages 
have proved this axiom, and at the 
same time and by as numerous expe­ 
riences it has demonstrated the truth 
of the other saying that if you put a 
beggar on horseback he will go to the 
devil. Iu General President G r a n t 
we have an illustration of both of 
these maxims. Cumulative evidence 
shows that he cannot govern himself, 
at least so tar as preserving the digni­ 
ty of the office be casually fills, and 
the testimony as to the corruption und 
malfeasceuce in high places comes so 
near to what he would fain have the 
throne, that he exhibits his baser in­ 
stincts and meaner characteristics by 
his unjust treatment of an officer 
whose record as a military man shines 
out in the brilliant light of glowing 
excellence, witli no cloud to shade its 
brightuess, and no tarnish upon its 
pure 
escutcheon. 
The careers of 
Generals G r a n t and C u s t e r will bear 
comparison, and we have no doubt 
that he fears no investigation, wheth­ 
er of a political or military character 
The fact that any investigations into 
the career of the former are distaste­ 
ful, to say the least, lies iu the fact of 
his unwarranted indignation at the 
respectful response of General C u s t e r 
to the summons of a Legislative Com 
mittee of investigation. In our form 
of government the three departments 
have their several offices. The milita 
ry is the right arm of the Executive, 
who 
but 
obeys 
the 
legislative, 
under the corrective of the judiciary. 
Custar was on duty under his brevet 
rank at the time the Legislative au­ 
thority demanded his presence from 
camp. W ith a proper and highly hon­ 
orable appreciation of liis duty both 
as a citizen and an officer, waiving 
any possible right that under the red 
tape system might have been claimed, 
as a citizen he responded, and as an 
honest officer and a truthiui man told 
what he knew; add here comes the 
rub. Here is the cause of the Presi­ 
dential chagrin and the executive vin­ 
dictiveness. In court circles the truth, 
it seems in our Democ. ttic days, must 
not be told. God forbid—for if it were, 
as conducted under our present sys­ 
tem and regime, the very words De­ 
mocracy and Republicanism would 
appear as a foul nuisance under the 
nostrils of all honest men. From the 
day of the famous Black Friday to the 
present hour there has been hanging 
a black cloud of suspicion around the 
White House that has never been ex­ 
hibited under any other administra­ 
tion. As to the military career of the 
two regular army officers now stand­ 
ing under judgment by the people,the 
one made a brilliaut record as a com­ 
mander and the other by accident 
stepped into an undue political prom­ 
inence, which has developed his natu­ 
ral instincts and left a tarnish upon 
his military fame, won by chance, that 
will carry the title of President down 
to posterity with a cloud about it that 
cannot fail to prompt sincere regret to 
the honest men of future generatious. 
G u s t a r takes his rebuke from his 
Commander-iu-Chief with the grace 
that 
is 
always 
exhibited 
by a 
true 
m an 
and 
honest 
offi­ 
cer. Bowing before the decrees of 
a would-be dictator the gallant officer 
returns to camp to engage in a con­ 
test with savages more human in 
many Instincts than those who sent 
him in nominal disgrace from the 
capital of the nation to the wild fron­ 
tier. The manhood of Custar will be 
honored by his fellow citizens every­ 
where, and liis true exhibition of a 
sense of duty, will bring him out 
from what to a military man of honor, 
is a grievous cloud, more highly re­ 
spected tlian ever, to be in the future, 
more highly honored. 
The people 
have already passed upou their case 
and their verdict is in nowise compli­ 
mentary to the accident who now im­ 
periously rules the White House. 


THE CHINESE AND CRIM E. 


It is oftentimes astonishing to note 
the amount of ignorance existing in 
the East concerning affairs on this 
Coast. 
Were we a foreign people we 
could not be less known nor under­ 
stood than we are now, even with the 
close proximity that exists by reason 
of the railroad and telegraph. The 
New York 
World expatiates very 
wildly on the Chinese question, and 
it should be better posted and more 
honest in its expressions of opinion 
upon the subject. 
The World declares 
that in California there are no crimi 
nals nor paupers among the heathen. 
The Sacramento Record-Union has 
studied this matter carefully, and 
from the records shows that in the 
California State Prison on the last day 
of December, there were 1,088 prison­ 
ers. In this connection our contem­ 
porary properly remarks “ that in the 
tables of nativity .568 of those are cred­ 
ited to the United States, and 520 to 
foreign countries, and that out of this 
last number 187 belong to China. It 
may interest the Woi Id to know, fur­ 
ther, that among the home-made con­ 
victs, our State Prison owes more to 
New York than to any other State in 
the Union, she having contributed no 


less than 137 convicts, and only falling 
9hort of these harmless and inoffen­ 
sive Chinese, whom her press thinks 
so superior to white people that they 
never find their way inside a jail or 
elsewhere. 
If able editors in New 
York would take the pains to ascer­ 
tain the facts before they lay down the 
law, they would not so frequently 
make themselves ridiculous. We may 
add, as possessing some significance, 
that no other foreign nationality sup­ 
plies so large a percentage of criminals 
in California as the Chinese.”

tiie llames made such rapid headway 
that before the Fire Department could 
reach the spot, the entire main build­ 
ing was completely wrapped in flames. 
The night watchman, Mr. Cole, states 
that shortly after ringing the one o '­ 
clock bell, on stepping into the yard 
he discovered fire in the roof about the 
centre of the building, and going in to 
ring an alarm, found the bell rope 
burned.

CITY COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS. 


The Council met in regular session, 
with Mayor Beaudry in the chair. 
Present—Council men Leahy, Camp­ 
bell, Lichtenberger, Teed, W orkman, 
Sotelo, Gerkius, Mullally, Wolfskill, 
Waldron, H uber and Kuhrts. 
Minutes of previous meeting read 
and approved. 
Mr. Jackson, from the Board of Ed­ 
ucation, addressed the Council, by 
permission, stating that it was the de­ 
sire of the Board to dispense witli tire 
proposed special tax levy. They wished 
the amount of tax to be included in 
the regular levy of the city. 
He of­ 
fered us a compromise the following 
agreement to be entered into b¿T the 
Council: 
“ In consideration of the 
Board of Education not calling an 
election on May 6th. 'hen this Coun­ 
cil pledge themselves to levy and col­ 
lect, at the same tim e that the next 
regular city taxes are levied and col­ 
lected, the sum of twenty-five thou­ 
sand dollars, and to pay the same 
am ount over to tire Board of Educa­ 
tion of the city of Los Angeles for 
school purposes when the same shall 
have been collected.

carried. 
The Mayor reported the collection 
of $7 00 for fines. 
Filed. 
The special committee reported that 
they had engaged Messrs. Brunson & 
Eastman as advisory counsel to assist 
the City Attorney in testing the val­ 
idity of the Board of Public Works 
Act. These attorneys hud been re­ 
tained without liability on the part 
of the city. 
The report was accepted 
witli a technical am endm ent 
aud 
placed on file. 
The Board of Public Works reported 
as follows: 
In favor of the petition of J. Weixel 
and others for defining lines of Sev­ 
enth street. 
Adopted. 
In favor of the petition of P. B. York 
for acceptance of certain street work. 
Adopted. 
That the grading on the west side of 
Main sireet, between Fifth aud Sixth, 
he accepted. 
Adopted. 
Tliat alias warrants be issued to pay 
for the construct ion <>f Main and Bath 
street sewer, together with other pub­ 
lic work and the same placed in the 
hands of the Marshal for collection, 
said officer being instructed to levy on 
property.

A petition for foot bridge across the 
river at Aliso street crossing was re­ 
ferred to the Board of Public Works. 
Petition of L. Laske for return of 
double assessment referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Finance. 
Petition of W. Borrowe asking that 
warrant be issued and properly of Mrs. 
F. P. F. Temple be sold for street 
work. 
Referred to Board of Public 
Works. 
Petition of W. Borrowe and Thos. 
Copely asking acceptance of sireet 
work. 
Filed. 
Petitions for appointment as City 
Judge were submit ted by the follow­ 
ing pariies: P. (!. Carrillo, B. L. Peel, 
Wm. McPherson A- A. Wilson, Wm. 
B. Dunne, W. H. Gray aud Horace 
Burdick. 
On motion the Council proceeded to 
the election of a City Judge, it being 
agreed that after the first ballot all 
names be dropped except the two 
highest. 
Mr Peel, Mr. Burdick and Judge 
Gray were placed in nomination. 
The first ballot was as follows upon 
the calling of the roll: Peel, 4; Bur­ 
dick, 7; Gray, 1.

Homestead anl Railway Decision. 


Copp’s W ashington L a n d Owner 
contains the following :—The Land 
Office decision in Watson vs. the Mis­ 
souri River, Fort Scott and Gulf Rail­ 
road Company, holds that a pre-emp- 
tor's claim is not forfeited on account 
of the failure to m ake payment with­ 
in the time limited by law, there be­ 
ing no adverse claim ant to the claim, 
and the tract is excepted from a grant 
to a railroad grant subsequently loca­ 
ted. The right to a change from a 
pre-emption filing to a homestead en­ 
try is incident to and part of the right 
given the pre-emptor at the time he 
initiates his claim, and upon the 
chauge being made it relates back to 
the date of his settlement. 
Such 
homestead entry is governed by the 
condition of the land at the date his 
pre-emption claim took effect, and if 
the land has become double the mini­ 
mum in price, he m ay homestead 160 
acres if the price was $1.25 per acre 
when the settlem ent 
was 
made. 
Queen vs Southern Pacific Railroad. 
The actof July 27th, 1866, clearly 
intended to authorize the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company to con­ 
struct its road to San Francisco, and 
it gives the company the right to se­ 
lect the route th at it should deem 
most suitable. The State of Califor­ 
nia could interfeie if the road was 
built on a line not authorized hy the 
State, but if th a t right were waived 
there was no power elsewhere to in­ 
terpose. 
By act of June 25th, 1868, 
Congress treated this road as one crea­ 
ted by its authority and extended the 
time for its completion ; aud by a 
joint resolution of Ju n e 28th I860, it 
expressly gave its consent to the line 
of the road indicated by the map filed 
in the General Land Office January 3, 
1867. 
The gran t to this road took ef­ 
fect January 3d, 1867, when the map 
referred to above was filed iu the Gen­ 
eral Land Office.
